The fighting began In the
forenoon and lasted until evening, as con-
siderable time was taken In trimming and
heoling the cocks, Of the seven fights
Upper Mariotta and Lancaster won five,
golling the first four stralght. Some of
the battles were gond and othars were not.
Three birds from Lower Marietta turned
tall in the pit and ran like sprinters,

THE FIGHTS,

For the first fight the Uptown people
showed a Henny cock of 4 pounds 3
ounces, and the Downtown people a dom}
nick of 4 pounds 4 ounces. This wasa
good fight and it Jasted for sn bour, when
the dominick ran away. The betting on
this fight was eautious, as the ball had not
yei rightly opened.

In the second fight the Uplown people
pltted a gray mufl’ of 5 pounds 12 ounces
against a spangle of the same weight. This
was & fine fight, lasting about fifteen
minutes, and Uptown was victorious, the
spangle having been almost killed. Betting
was heavy.

Fight No, 3 brought out a brown Henny
of 5 pounds one ounce from the Uptown
people. “ He was put aguinst a black red
of the same weight. This was an extra-
ordinarily good fight. The Henny cock
had his back disabled in the first pitting,
but he mnade a grand uphill fight for twenty
minutes and finally won. The belting was
very heavy on thix fight.

The Uptowners showed a black red of 5
pounds, 4 ouncas in the fourth fight against
& black red of the same weight. This was
a fine fight for twenty minutes, when the
Downtown bird, which was said to have s
fine reputation, ran away.

Uptothis time the Uptown people had
had everything their own way, but they
lost the next fight. The Uplown men
showed a blue cock of 4 pounds, 8 ounoces,
and the others & black red of 4 pounds, 10
punces, which came from Chestnut Hill.
The fight was short and sharp. Both cocks
were dead gaipe and the Downlown repre-
sentative won.

The sixth battle was between an Uptown
black red of 4 pounds 14 ounces and a
spangle of 4 pounds 13. This wos a lively
fight of twenty-five minutes, Lut it finally
beawmn too sharp for the Dowuatowner and
he ran away.

For the seventh and last fight of the
main the Uptown people produced a gray
Henny of 5 pounds 7} ounces against a
black red of 5 pounds B, The Henny cock
had one of his legs broken In the first fly
and he was easily defeated.

There were two slde fights that did not
amount to very much,

Thero was a great quantity of money at
the pit side and belling was very heavy.
Besldes the money that was put upon each
Aght the outside betting was great, Proba-
bly more money can be seen at a gond cock-
i\ main than any other sport with the ex-
ception of horse racing, and the mujority
of men who attend them are liberal follows
and care very little for s dollar. Batur-
day's crowd was of that kind, and plenty
of the men were much gamer than the
chickens they backed. It is certain that
mevernl thousand dollars changed hands
and the men from Upper Marietta were
big winners. The majority of Lancaster
sports were with the winners and they
came home wull beeled. Soveral Lancas-
trians were with Lower Muarietta and a
pnumber of them were heavy losers.

A GREAT DAM BURSTS.

Arizonn Territory llas a Disaater Muock
Like 'That nt Johnstown,

A dispatch from Prescott, Arizona, says:
The large storage dam bullt neross Hassa-
vampa river, by the Walnut Grove Waler
Blorage company two years 0o, al a cost
of 00,000, gave way ecarly on Friday
morning under the great pressure of a
heavy-flood, and swept everything Lefore
it. Forty persons arn known (o have lost
their lives, ‘The ser vice dam of the com pany
is located 1) mtles below the resarvolrs, and
16 miles ofthe Nome were just spproaching
complotion. They also were swopt uway,
although the company has spent over
£00,000 on the enterprise of steering the
witer, The hydraulle mining machine had
arrived and they oxpected to commence
operations pext week. The dam which
beld the woters back was 110 feot long at
the base and 400 foet ut the top, It was 110
feet thick at the base and ten foet at the top,
fortning n luke threo miles in length, by
three-fourths of & mile wide and 110 feet
deap. Licutenant Brodie, ln charge of the
work, was absont at Phosalx superintend-

ing thie shipment of muchinery to the works
and was saved,

Not the slightest doubt had been enter-

talned of the safoty of the dam, and nu-
werois honses hd beon erected by miners
along tho course of the stream. These
